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REPORT 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1959  of  the  general  conditions,  health  and  vital 
statistics  of  the  Barrow-upon-3oar  Rural  District. 

The  Report  is  in  conformity  with  suggestions  made 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  also  incorporates  a section 
compiled  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

In  the  past  the  medical  profession  has  been  primarily 
concerned  with  disease  and  its  control.  It  is  now  obvious 
that  the  existing  concepts  should  be  broadened  to  include 
all  elements  affecting  the  well  being  of  persons.  In  this 
broadened  sense  the  problem  of  safety  on  the  road  and  in 
the  home  must  be  considered  to  fall  within  the  province  of 
medicine  or  public  health  because  of  the  important  role 
played  by  human  variables. 

An  analysis  of  insurance  records  of  accidents  in 
America  shows  the  important  groups  of  causes  as  follows:- 

(1)  speed  “ (driving  too  fast  in  relation  to  the  conditions) 

(2)  manoeuvring  - (meeting,  passing,  following  too  closely, 

skidding) 

(3)  driver  intelligence  - (judgment,  inattention) 

(4)  driver  physiology  and  psychology  - (alcohol,  drugs, 

fatigue,  emotion) 

It  is  not  generally  appreciated  that  injuries  as  the 
result  of  accidents  follow  the  same  laws  as  do  disease 
processes.  Attempts  at  control  need  to  involve  consideration 
of  the  interaction  of  agent,  host  and  environment  - in  other 
words  the  vehicle,  the  driver  and  the  road.  The  present 
design  of  cars,  especially  the  internal  construction,  all  too 
frequently  adds  to  the  severity  of  many  injuries.  Rigid 
steering  columns  and  protruding  door  handles  are  well 
recognised  as  hazardous  fitments.  These  defects  are  among 
the  more  simple  examples  of  poor  vehicle  design  and 
modifications  could  be  made  to  eliminate  their  dangers.  Poor 
road  surfaces  and  decadent  highway  planning  also  contribute 
greatly  to  the  incidence  of  road  accidents. 
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By  far  the  most  important  factor,  hovirevsr,  concerns  the 
host  “ the  driver.  The  standard  of  driving,  even  am.ong  those 
who  have  driven  for  many  years,  is  far  below  the  standard 
necessary  for  safe  driving.  Driving  has  becoro,e  so  accepted 
as  the  commonplace  that  few  take  pride  in  the  standard  of 
their  driving  technique.  Driving  without  maintaining  a 
standard  results  in  lack  of  concentration  and  this  is  a vital 
factor  in  precipitating  road  accidents.  It  is  reported  in 
accidents  as  ’’failed  to  keep  proper  look  out”  as  ’’driving 
without  care  and  attention”  or  as  ”an  error  of  judgment.” 

These  are,  in  truth,  but  secondary  consequences  to  the  primary 
factor  of  a lack  of  concentration  and  absence  of  a personal 
pride  in  driving.  In  many  instances  driving  temperament  is  of 
more  importance  than  driving  skill.  The  impatient,  unstable 
driver  is  a danger  to  himself  and  others,  and  when  emotional 
deficiencies  outbalance  driving  ability  the  probability  of  an 
accident  occurring  is  greatly  increased.  The  ideal  driver  is 
one  who  is  physically  fit  and  active  and  vihose  temperament  is 
composed,  cordial,  sympathetic  and  optimistic  in  outlook. 

A very  promising  field  in  regard  to  accident  causation 
relates  to  the  role  of  mental  and  personal  adjustments. 
Maladjustments  and  emotional  conflicts  are  often  precipitating 
factors  of  accidents.  The  influence  of  worry  and  emotional 
upsets  are  undoubtedly  important  in  the  causation  of  fatigue 
and  operational  failures.  The  effect  of  alcohol  is  already 
well  appreciated  (though,  alas,  so  frequently  ignored)  but 
the  effect  of  emotion  is  seldom,  even  realised.  Inspector 
Pearsall  of  the  Traffic  Safety  Bureau,  Toronto  Police,  in  a 
letter  enhanced  by  the  American  idiom,  states  that  ’’the  driver 
who  has  just  been  chevt^ed  out  by  his  boss  or  is  burdened  with 
financial  worry  or  suspects  his  wi,f e’ s fidelity  is  a greater 
hazard  on  the  road  than  the  driver  with  a few  belts  of  whiskey 
in  him  because  whereas  the  fellow  with  the  alcohol  knows  he 
hasn’t  been  drinking  lemon  squash,  the  man  with  the  personal 
problem  doesn’t  know  his  system  is  surfeited  with  adrenalin 
which  affects  his  physical  being  and  mental  attitude.” 

A point  not  to  be  overlooked  is  the  manner  of  recording 
statistics  in  road  accidents.  Measurement  of  nothing  but  the 
fact  that  a death  has  occurred  is  less  meaningful  than  the 
measurement  of  how  much  life  time  has  been  lost  prematurely. 

An  80  year  old  man  dying  of  heart  disease  and  a 12  year  old 
boy  run  over  by  a car  are  each  counted  as  one  death  under  the 
presently  used  methods.  The  enormous  cost  of  the  productive 
resources  of  the  country  in  terms  of  life  ~ years  is  not 
represented  in  the  present  system. 
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Accidents  in  the  home  introduce  entirely  different 
causative  factors  though  the  same  epidemiological  principles 
can  be  applied  in  their  studyo  Accidents  in  the  home  are 
most  prevalent  at  the  extremes  of  life  - in  children  and  in 
old  peoplCo  This  is  in  contrast  to  accidents  on  the  road 
which  are  concentrated  in  the  groups  comprising  young  adults 
and  those  of  middle  ageo  In  the  very  young  and  in  the  very 
old,  awareness  of  danger  is  lacking  and  there  can  be  no 
personal  pride  in  doing  things  correctlyo  These  groups  need 
to  be  protected  against  themselveso  Improved  designs  of 
houses,  floor  coverings,  household  appliances  and  similar 
permancies  of  homes  are  the  basic  factors  that  need  attention 
and  then  education  of  how  to  use  them  correctly  can  be  given 
secondarilyo  Whereas  in  road  accidents  the  host  is  the 
important  factor,  in  accidents  in  the  home  the  environment 
is  the  factor  contributing  predominantly  to  accidentSo 

In  1959  the  Loughborough  General  Hospital  was  invited 
to  help  in  a survey  of  accidents  in  the  hom,e«  The  Hospital 
was  asked  to  notify  the  cases  seen  in  Casualty  which  were  the 
result  of  an  accident  in  the  home^  During  the  period  from 
1st  January  to  30th  November,  1959  there  were  8l  accidents 
reportedo  On  analysis  it  Vi/as  found  that  l\.G  accidents 
involved  children  under  15  years  of  age  and  that  kO  of  these 
children  were  under  7 years  of  agOc 

Included  in  these  accidents  there  were:- 


10  accidents  due  to  fallSo 
6 accidents  causing  scalds  and  1 causing  burns. 
3 accidents  involved  swallowing. 

2 accidents  involved  a wringer. 

2 accidents  involved  a garden  fork. 

13  accidents  were  due  to  sharp  instruments  and 


surfaces. 


Of  the  accidents  to  adults  20  males  and  15  females  were 
involved: - 


16-12  males,  4 females.

This  analysis  is  of  value  in  that  it  shows  clearly  that 
children  under  school  age  are  very  greatly  at  risk  and  comprise 
50^  of  accidents  in  the  home.  The  conclusion  to  be  drawn  is 
that  every  effort  in  propaganda  needs  to  be  directed  primarily 
at  mothers  in  care  of  young  children. 

It  is  of  interest  that  a wider  survey  conducted  by 
Professor  Semple,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Liverpool  has 
shown  very  similar  results. 
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It  is  rewarding  to  reviev/  the  statistical  data  not  only 
annaally  hut  also  over  longer  periods.  This  shows  the  progress 
that  is  being  made  and  also  shows  any  tendency  to  change  in 
disease  incidence.  Over  the  last  10  years  the  estimated 
population  has  increased  from  14.6,970  to  53,940  and  the  number 
of  inhabited  houses  has  increased  from  14,118  in  1949  to 
17,731  in  1959.  The  death  rate  over  the  same  period  has 
decreased  from  10,3  to  9.42  per  1,000  population.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  has  shown  marked  improvement  from  24  deaths  of 
infants  under  one  year  to  15.8  per  1,000  live  births. 

Deaths  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  have  decreased  from 
27  in  1949  to  4 in  1959.  In  1958,  however,  there  were  no 
deaths  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  and  indeed  the  1959  deaths 
from  respiratory  tuberculosis  are  the  highest  recorded  since 
1958, 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  there  has  not  been  cause 
to  enforce  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  in 
which  powers  are  given  for  compulsory  Institutional  care  for 
old  people. 

At  the  request  of  the  Council  the  presentation  and 
printing  of  this  Report  has  been  changed  from  that  of  previous 
years.  I am  grateful  to  the  Council  for  the  interest  shown  in 
the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  To  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  Mr.  W.  Donovan,  and  to  all  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Department,  I wish  to  express  my  sincere 
appreciation  for  their  helpful  co-operation  throughout  the 
year. 

I also  wish  to  record  ray  thanks  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Loughborough  General  Hospital  for  the  assistance  he  gave  me 
in  recording  the  statistics  on  accidents  in  the  home.  In 
relation  to  road  accidents  I am  indebted  to  Professor  Ross  A. 
MacParland,  Harvard  University,  Massachusetts  with  whom  I 
have  exchanged  correspondence  on  this  subject  throughout  the 
year.

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WATER  SUPPLIES  AMD  SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 


The  two  parishes  of  Ulverscroft  and  Barkby  Thorpe  are  still 
without  a piped  water  supply. 

There  are  835  pail  closets  which  are  collected  by  the  Council’ s 
workmen.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  reduce  this  number.  There  are 
174  pails  in  villages  without  an  adequate  sewerage  system  and  another 
100  are  in  properties  which  cannot  be  connected  to  the  sewers.  Others 
are  in  houses  with  less  than  15  years  left  and  it  is  estimated  that 
420  could  be  converted  to  water  closets.

A local  inquiry  was  held  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  & Local 
Government  into  the  Council’ s application  for  a Slum  Clearance/ 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order  for  35  properties  in  Church  Lane  and 
Bradgate  Road,  Anstey,  The  Order  has  been  confirmed. 

More  interest  is  being  shown  in  the  Discretionary  and 
Standard  Improvement  Grants,  36  of  the  former  and  26  Standard 
Grants  were  approved. 

These  schemes  for  saving  older  properties  from  deterioration 
and  eventual  demolition  are  most  attractive  and  more  landlords 
should  take  advantage  of  these  facilities. 

Application  was  made  by  a landlord  to  the  County  Court  for 
well-maintained  payments  for  3 houses  which  were  the  subjects  of 
Demolition  Orders,  A grant  was  allowed  in  one  case  but  disallov/ed 
for  the  other  two  houses,

296  infestations  were  dealt  with.  The  operator  is 
provided  with  a small  van  for  this  work.
